Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's representative proposed claim language of the 
containers being stacked directly on top of each other and the nutrient flowing directly onto the ground. The Examiner 
does not feel that containers being stacked directly on each other is patentable feature because it is notoriously well 
known in the art that containers are stacked that way. As for the nutrient into the ground, US 4216617 teaches the 
nutrient flowing into the basin in the ground. The Examiner suggests, but not limiting to, that applicant should further 
define the direct stacking of containers by protrusion 40 interconnecting with holes 42 in the containers. 
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
